We hope to report to
chest headquarters that we in
Torrance have filled our quota
the first day.” 2

“Qur success In being able
to wrap up the drive in one
day will depend on the coop-
eration of the community."

Dabbs explained.

“On October 20 our scores of
volunteer workers will contact
business, and private homes in
an effort to top Torrance's goal
the first day,” said Dabbs.

Chairman Dabbs, who is gen:
eral manager of the M. M, En.
terprises, operators of a chain
of five theaters in the vmnny,
said that the “Torrance Plan"
has aroused considerable inter-
est ‘in other communities and
that some have labeled the task
an impossible one,

This is the virst time any Har-
hor area city has attempted the
job in one day.

The one day plan has been
tried before in Los Angeles area
cities, but has never been a suc-
cess. Dabbs, however, is con:
